Dr Vernon Thorp, one of 
2,000 doctors attending the 
Ameritan Academy of Ortho- 
paedic Surgery convention here, 
paid thht when the 20-year-old 
girl took to crutches after the 
of bone cracked. 

In succeeding operations, Dr 
Thompson sald, he strengthened 
the dcad bone with o splint from 
her. shin bone ahd she was now 
hatte ‘to walk slowly without 4 
noticeable limp and was work- 
ing at a fulltime job. 

Another bone spectalist, Dr 
John Flanagan of South Orange 
New Jersey, sald he had 
successfully grown new 
cartilago caps for injured hip 
joints by pulling = diced rib 
cartilage in a plastic mould and 
burying the mould in the 
patient's stomach for four 
menths, 

Dr Flanagan sald the diced 
cartilage grew smooth in tho 
shape of the mould. He said he

Washington, Jan. 31. 
The Soviet Union is believed ready to end its 
state of war with Japan if Japan insists on such a

‘Washington officials said today.

“This may be used to excite 
phosphorus to give visible Nght 
spectrums,” he added, “Opening 
up the possibility of such com= 
merctal ficlds as luminescent 
paints and tiles.” : 

Looking into the future of 
commercial uses of atomic 
energy. Mr Whelchel said: 

“Looking at Callfornta alone 
... the demands for fuel for 
ull purposes now _ cxceed our 
enoabilities. ... Therefore, the 
bulk of electric power demands 
in the future will of necessity 
have to be met with thermal 
plants, and we bellove that 
atomic energy can, and will, 
find its place in time In such 
plants.” 

The Pacific Gae and Electric 
Company becamo actively in~ 
terested In the development of 
commercial atomic energy in 
1951. It was one of four utility 
comonnics undertaking the re- 
quired Investigation under terms 
of « contract with the Federal 
Atomic Energy Commission.

The first world conference 
on fisheries — under U.N. 
auspices meetin Rome this 
apring to study how to make 
the oceans - and inland 
waters, too—-yield more fish 
for the world's food supply. 

At prvsont, only $0 per cent 
ef the animal protean consumed 
hy world comes from Its waters, 
althourh owrter makes up 75 
per cent of the globe's surface, 

The teehnicnal experts now 
being summeund from all over 
the world to mect al the Rome 
headquarters of the U.N's Food 
and Agricultural Organisation 
In April wil have as one of their 
major assiyniments the job of 
mapping out ways of Increasing 
whe productivity of the waiters 

But this will not be — their 
only problem. As the accom- 
panying map shows, Where are 
sections of Lhe seas Where intense 
commercial operation is ene 
dangering the fish supply, Cun- 
servation measures to be 
discussed wt Rome may restore 
Ashing grounds In the 140 million 
square miles of the world's 
oceans now in danger of being 
fished out, 

Conservation rules of seme 
sort might alsu suve other areus

Field Barred

Kowloon Docks Sued 
By Ex-Employee

brought a claim before Mr Justice J. Reynolds at 


the Supreme 


Court this morning for damages for 


alleged wrongful dismissal against his former 
employers, the Hongkong and Whampao Dock 


Co., Ltd 


Plaintiff's claim totelled $44,- 
084 as money due and payable 
to him under his contracy of 
employment with the Defend- 
ants. His statement of clalm 
stated that he was to be em- 
ployed for a period of fve yvars 
torminating August 31, 1954, 
and alleged his employment was 
wrongly terminated by notice In 
writing dated January 14, 1954. 

Appearing for Plainiff was 
Mr Brook A. Bernacchi, In- 
structed by Messrs M. A. da 
Silva and Co. Defendants were 
represented by Mr O. V. Cheung, 
instructed by Mr R. E. Moore, 
of Messrs Deacons. 

In a preliminary submission 
that the onus was on the De- 
fendants to open the case, Mr 
Bernacchi sald the claim was 
based upon the dismissal of 
Plaintiff. There was on the 
statement of claim a further 
claim based on quantum meruit 
in respect of work done that 
should have been the work of 
a foundry foreman, but Counsel 
said he did not propose to pro- 
ceed with that particular claim. 

With that aspect abandoned, 
Mr Bernaccht said it wos hia 
submission that the sole issue 
left on he pleadings was the 
issue of justification that had 
been ralsed on behalf of the 
Defendants, and it was thero- 
fore for the Defendants to begin 
and attempt to establish thelr 
justification. 

Counsel asked the Court to 
look at the statement of claim.
